. eur Courts of primary general jurisdiction, will be an object first in the

"attention may be devoted to every case that may be pending.

As great aaxiety must necessarily be felt, throughout the country, respecting 
the condition and operations of this institution, perhaps uo statements Or reports, 
from the Board itself, however fully or carefully drawn up, will, at ail-times, give 
entire satisfaction. The General Assembly has, very properly, reserved to it- 
self the right of examiuing, by a joint committee, the general accounts and books 
of the Bank relating to such statement, whenever it may be-deemed necessary.

Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and of the House of A . 

Tt will not be matter of surprise that I appear before vou on the present occa- 
sion, affected with vaiious and deep emotions. I present myself before the rep- 
reseutatives of the people, who are here clothed with a large portion of their powe 
er, entrusted with the support and manifestation ef their dignity, and justly en- 
titled to sentiments of respect : and reverence. But other considerations contri- 
bute still more deeply to impress me. I have come to pledge my devotion to my 
country nuder the highest solemnities; and to assume the discharge of a great aud 
important trust to which T have been called by. the suff-ages of the people. Lam 
abont to engage to represent their power in the executiuu of justice; to shew their 
clem^ncy in the exercise of mercy; to regard their general interests with active 
aud p riotic solicitude; and, in some degree, to sustain the reputation of their 
wisdom, patriotism, and moral character, by the ability and rectitude with which 
Į ought to discharge my official daties, “These and other reflections, which might 
easily he added, are more than sufficient to call for a strict scrutiny of power and 
qualific::ii m; and to cause an anxious, though liberal inquietud» lest i! ey sheuld 
be found to be greatly inadequate. For in truth nothing can be moie afflicting 
than to disappoint the liberality of coufidence, to fail in the execution of iiupor- 
tant concerns, or to. tarnish the repatation of our country by imbecility or mis- 


'eonduet in its affairs, I should bope that I were incapable on this and every 


other occasion af speaking with affected modesty of avy incompetency which I do 
pot feel; but I should do great injustice to myself were I to conceal the auxieties, 
which wilh me, must remain inseparable from the office which I am about tu fill. 
Y cannot hope fully to accomplish the dearest wishes of my heart, E cannot 
expect te rise to that eminence of public service, aud weight of publie character, 
which T would giidly claim for every Executive of the State of Alabama. it 
will he readily allowed to be a proper exercise of public virtae, to fix a bigh 
stanuard of politic al character, and to infuse into every department of civil ad- 
muni stration, a generous ambition to attain to the excellency of that stand lard, or 
at least. *o make an honorable = .pproach to it. It is the correctness of these sen- 
timents which I might plead as the justification of my fears; for as to ile miuor 
executive duties, the ordinary routine of public service, connected. with the de- 
partment, they require only a good heart and a sound understanding. But to dis- 
miss this subject, it will be sufficient to observe, that fidelity , zeal, aud devotion 
to our common interests, T dare to promise; and whatever | am, or whatever I 
vau become, although very limited, shall he devatea to the publie ser vice, 
When we take a view of our situation as a community, it is pleasant ta obe 
serve that nature itself has given us many important advantages: a fertile soi], ? 
a genial climaie, extensive navigation, aud a local position, waich ensures our 
Improvement iv the future. developement of the great confederacy to which we 
are nnited. Our staple TO are also of the:moest cenvenient and ve‘ dux 
kinds. The poluts assailable by a public euemy, few, ans easily dete ded ; 
portdation possessing the virtues and intelligence whivi characterize the ds 
states from which th rey have emigrated ; and very ample means of improvement., 
in.al] kinds of us-ful earning. With these advantages, little seems to be necese, 
sary to advance the community to an hononrable and E but, 
the cultivation of privave virtue and political integrity. Where these cardinal" 
blessing» ci^ found, the proper improvement of ali public resources mpy be ex 
pected as a necessary consequence; and. in the possession of these rédeemi: ng 
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circumstances; d know not whether it be possible that a commonity should not 
be prosperous and happy. - A strong impulse shotild therefore be given, in the 
commencement of our institutions, io favour of private. and public: morals; ^ Qur 
policy shonid be established on ‘the foündatien of those virtues by whicb prespe- 
rity can alone be obtained or. preserved. And permit me here to remark, that 
much of this great duty-necessarily devolves on those who manage public affairs 
in thé early stages ;of our progress; and thus'a field: zis. Dc to them of most- 
Virtuous emulation 4nd very exalted ambition. ^ -' . M A 

lt is elegantly expressed by one of the poets, thatit.i -is sweet and glorious to 
die.for our country :— May we not be: permitted. with equal ju ustice to say; that it

The special committee, to whom was referred so much of the message of His 
Excellency the Governor, as relates to the permanent seat of government, have 
had the same under consideration, and submit the following report: 

By the 29th section of the 3d article of the constitution of ‘our. state, it Is pro- 
vided that the sessions of the general assembly subsequent to the first session hol- | 
den after the adoption of the constitution, “shall be held at the town of Cahawba . 
until the end of the first session of the-general assembly to be held in the year 
one thousand eight hundied and twenty-five; during that session the general 
assembly shall have powér to designate; by law, (to which the Executive sanc- 
tion shall not be required,) the permanent seat of government, which shall not 
thereafter be’ changed: Provided, however, That unless sich- designation be 
then made by law, the government shall continue permanentiy at.Cahawba.” ' 
It was undoubily the intention of the framers of the constitution that the seat of 
the goverament should not be permanently fixed at Cahawba, unless it snould 
be found, after an experiment of six years; ta be the mosteligible site. ‘Taking. 
this to be their intention; as expressed in that instrument; your committee have 
endeavored to ascertain, whether Cahawba combined. more advantages for the 
permanent seat of government than any, ne place which might probably be 
sélected. 5 - 

‘They have ascertained that Cahawba is ona low situation, and liable to be 
inuudated by the’ waters: of both the Cahawba and Alabama rivers. The inun- : 
dation of a part; of the town occurs almost annually; and at times, it has been 
impracticable to reach the state house without a conveyance by water. It is as- 
certained that during the last session, ‘of the legislature every street leading from 
the country into uie town was overflowed to the depth of several feet; and that 


jt was impossible to réach the. town, even on horseback, without, deviating from 


the pubtic'highways, One part of the town was inaccessible to persons residiag 


- in another part, withóüt the medium. of water.communicatioa. Your committee 


farther learn, that when the Supreme Court was directed by Taw to be holden at 
Cahawha jn. the monti of. Juue in each. year, that ínany of. the members ofthe 
bar did not atiendsthe court ai. that session, from an. apprehension of sickness; 


E , ahd that the Fadges themselies were reluctant to perform the hazardous. duty of 
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printed for bes use of thé Senate. i 
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‘holding the'Supreme Court at that season of the year. By the constitution the 
Supreme Court canbe holden only at the seat of government: it is therefore im- 
portant to the due and regular administration of justice, thal the seat of governe 
ment should be fixed in some healthful situation. Your committee are iuformed 
that most-of the inhabitants of Cahawba are unwilling to risk their health iu that 
place during the summer; and that they are in the habit of removing, during that 
‘Season, tO Some situation which promises better health. 

From these facts, your committee have been constrained to come to the con- 
clusion that Cahawba is not an eligible Situation for the permanent seat of gov- 
ernment. Your committee have given due weight to the considerations which 
oppose the removal o! the seat of; government. 

These are the loss of public property and the expences -— to a removal, 
The state house is a temporary building, and not calculated to accommodate the 


_ representatives of the people, even if the seat of govermmeut were to be perma- 


nently fixed at Cahawba. The arsenal is almost worthless, aud is certainly en- 
tirely useless, as the public arms would be better preserved in the hands of the 
militia. A temporary building has been used for the bank, which is insufficient 
either for security vr convenience. 

It therefore appears to your committee that tbe sacrifice of property, by tne 
‘removal of the seat of government, would be iaconsiderable. and would weigh as 
the dust inthe balance, when opposed to the weighty considerations which uge 
to a removal. . 

Your committee have also had uuder consideration that part of the messa2e of 
bis excellency the Governor, which suggests the propriety of procuitug a tract of ` 
laud “ whereon to lay out and found an entire metropolis.” It occurs to them, 
that the Seat of Government alone cannot impart much value to real property in 
any town. In this town, where the Seat of Government has remained for six 
years, and which has been a favourite object of legislation, real property ap- 
pears to be of little-value. It gives‘no impulse to trade. If the Seat of Go- 
verument be of any advantage to a town, why does commerce in this village 
languish ; ? why is business thus dull ? The town of Washington, the metropo- 
lis of the late Mississippi Territory, declined while even the Legislature held 
its sessions in its. bosom. The history of every inland town in every State in 
which the Seat of Government has been placed, shows that the Seat of Govern- 
ment alone cannot give value to real property. The Seat of Government in 
Pennsylvania, and ‘Frankfort, in Kentucky, illustrate this position. It is evi- 
dent, that if * av entire metropolis,” destitute of-commercial advantages, should 
be founded by the Legislature, very little revenue would arise from the sale of 


. lots in such a town. If a commercial town shouid be selected, the lots would 


be sold on account of the commercial advantages belonging to them, and uot 
from the location of the Seat of Government. : 

Your committee are cotrvinced, that no practical good would resnlt from the 
establishment of a town ju which to locate the Seat of Government; aud believe 
that much inconvenience and expense would be avoided, jf the Senate should: 
come early to this conclusion.

J. I. Thornten, Esq: Secretary of State: 

To the Honourable the Pr esident, and Members of the Senate. 

The enelosed Letter from the Benresuntatives of the town and county of Mo- 
bile, ed be regarded as the immediate cause of this special communication ; 
but the great importance of the subject itself, connected as it is supposed to be 
with the present ?nd permanent interest of ihe State, aud no less in unison with 
every principle of cur nature which delights to ensure happiness, aud relirve 
distress, gives it a high claim to particular attention, and would render an apo- 
logy not only unvecessary, but offensive. During the last season, our commer- 


cial emporium was severely afflicted by those malignant diseases to which sou-. 


thern seaports are so peculiarly exposed. The distresses, the sufferi ings, the anx- 
ieties and confusion which suspended the ordinary hopes and engagements of men, 
—1hose enly can realize, who have witnessed in similar circumstances, the ra- 
vages of mortal disease: The distressing situation of the city of Mobile was great- 


ly relieved by a place of more healthy resort in the vicinity, to which almost all 


the inhabitants removed who were in condition to make removal, or whó had 
pot fallen victims to the early and insidious progress of the prevailing malady. 


In this place their hopes of security were more than justified, ünder eireum- 
stances of deficient accommodation, and destitate of those comforts which more : 
mature arrangement might have provided. It'is my present purpose, to invite 

the attention of the General Assembly to this.place, and tothe interests of Mos 
bile, and of the State, which are supposed to be connected with it. . Our sduth- 

eru seaports cannot expect to be free from the occasional, and perhaps frequent 

recurrence of yellow-fever; and even when this malignant disease does fot ap- 

pear, those of a milder type may be constantly expected, and occasion losses, 
severely felt hy society. The great desideratum, therefore, is à place of-health 

sufficiently near to the centre of business, and in. which the confidence of the 

population may be safely reposed. It is very gratifying to believe that the vi- 
‘cinity of Mobile affords such a situations and this belief is sustained by tlie ez- 

perience of several years, especially the present, by the natural appearance of 

the country, and the report of the oldest inhabitants. Tt is well worthy of con- 

sideraiion what important effects may be made to result from this- auspicious ` 
ciicumstance. [tis supposed that it will afford a reasonable security: against the 

most appalling disease to which the human constitution i5$ subject. That it will 

increase the population of our commercial city, and with its-population increase : 
its business and resources; that it will locate and fix capital, as those who find 

it their interest to do business in the place will be inclined to form permanent 

establishments for the sake of convenience, when they find they cando so with 

safety to themselves and their families; that it will benefit the people in the in- 

terior of the State, as their necessary intercourse with the city will be less inter- 

rupted by the absence of men engaged in the transactions. of commerce; that it 

will provide for institutions of learning, so much to be cultivated in.oor large 

commercial cities-—a situation iu which their progress will not be interrupted ; 

that suchrpart of the population as may be engaged in mechanical employments 

may be enabled to pursue their useful and industrious professions to almosf equal 

advantage at all seasons of the year; that it will bea suitubleplace, on account 

of its health, and near vicinity to the city, for the site of hospitals and other 

charitable foundations;—to secure these and other advantages which will be rea~, 

dily perceived, I beg leave very respectfully to recommend to the General. As- 

sembly to aid the corporate authority of the city of Mobile, to obtain ‘from the 

United States four contiguous sections of land, at Spring-Hill, or'a quantity 

equal to four sections, at the discretion of the corporation, on which to build a 

summer town, or place of retreat for health. It-is likely that four, sections 

would not be more than sufficient, in order that the town should not be built too 

compactly for health, that nuisances might be keptat a greater distance, and 

the natural healthiness of the place be improyed' by artificial means. To ac- 

complish these objects, a new and suffering city may require aid from the Trea- 

sury of the State; the advance to be.reimbursed at such time, and in such man- 

ner, as the wisdom of the General Assembly.may direct. It, would also.seem 

expedient to address a Memorial to the Congress of the United States, for.the 

acquisition. of the land at a fair price. The land is not ia market ; nó conjec- 

ture can be formed when it will be offered for sale, and the- wants: of: the ‘city 

are immediate. A matter so important in a general point of view, ought not 

to be left to the uncertainty of individual enterprise; where there will be nei- 

ther unity-in the design, ‘or concert in the execution. Most southeri cities are 

precluded, by their localities, from the prosecutlon of sucha plan,” Our situa- 

tion is more fortunate; anda systematic attention to every thing which may pro; 

mote the prosperity:of our commercial city, will be found to contribute largely 

to the general interest.

[00 If the General Assembly have no more power over the affairs of the Bank than 

is now admitted by its officers. it must. be evicent, that they have no control over 
the institution, except such as atises frem the election of its directors; and that 
even here they mast proceed without sufficient light to direct-their choice. If the 
power given to the General Assembly to inspect the general accounts of the bank, 

- extends no further than to see that the statement furnished by the president and 

- directors, is a true copy from the books as kept by the officers of the Bauk, then 

is this power useless. 

— Tt is believed by the joint committee, that ihe power reserved to the General 
Assembly was designed to enable the two Houses to ascertain whether the pro- 
visions of the charter bave been observed; whether individuals have. or have not, 
had greater disconnts than are allowed by the charter; whether the several 
counties have, or have not, had tbeir proper proportion of discounts; whether 
the Directors wlió are chasen by the General Assembly, and are amenable to it, 
have, or have not, honestly and faithfully discharged the trust reposed in thew; 
and finally, whether the tunds which have been invested in the State Bank, are 
er are not, secure. . 

| The ascertainment of these things is a matter of much interest to the State, 
- ^. and materially coucerns the general welfare. But if the construction given by 
the Directors and Cashier to the charter, be correct, the General Assembly is 

- debarred of all this infermation.—They cannot ascertain, that any debts are due 
to ibe State, except from the statements of its agents; and the acts of those 
agents are placed beyond scrutiny. By this construction too, the funds of the 
State are placed beyond the inspection or control of the representatives of the 

- people. 

These are the results from the construction given by the officers of the Bank 
^ to its charter. They shew the fallacy of the reasoning which leads to such con* 
-  elusious. - , 

But it is not necessary to resort to any thing but the charter itself to shew that 
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this construction is full of error. ~ In thè 16th section of the act establishing the 
Bark, a right is given to the comptroller to inspect “all the accounts and'books 
of the Bank—provided, that this act shall not be constraed to imply a right of 
inspecting the accounts of any private individual or individuals with the Bank." 
By this section the same restriction is placed upon the comptrollér, in relation to 
private accounts, as is in another part of the same-act, imposed upon the Gen- 
eril Assembly. Yet in the same section, the power is given to him to inspect 
‘all the books of the Bank, If the comptroller be not prohibited by the above 
mentioned restrictive words, from an inspection of the books of theBank, it follows 
irresist. bly, thar the general assembly, whose powers over theDank are limited ou- 
ly by the same restrictive words, is not restrained from an examination of its books, 
The peo de of the state are the stockholders in this institution. In every bank, 
of which the committee have any knowledge, the right of examining all the books, 
accou sts and debts, due to the bank; is reserved to the stockholders. They beg 
leav« to refer to the charters of the several banks established in this state, to shew 
that such a power is reserved to the stockholders. Any construction of the char- 
ter of *he state bank, which denies to the representatives of the people, who are 
the stockholders in this bank, the power of examining the transactions of the bank, 
takes from them a right which-it has been deemed important to secure by charter 
to the stockbolders in every other bank, To require of the president and directors 
to make a statement of the situation of the bank to the general assembly, and yet 
to deny the general assetnbly the power to ascertain the truth of such statement, is 
an inconsisteacy, of which the framers of the charter cannot bave beeu guilty. 
The joint committee were the less prepared to hear from the officers of the 
bauk, a denial of their right to inspect the books of the bank; inasmach as that 
right had been distinctly admitted, and the scrutiny invited by the president and 
directors in their annual statement. The president and directors say, that “the 
general assembly has very properly reserved to itself the right of examining, bv 
a joint committee, the general accounts and books of the bank relating to such 
statemeut, whenever it may be deemed necessary. If such.committee should now 
be appotuted, it would be a matter of gratification to the directors; and they would 
-yery respectfully suggest the propriety & policy of making it an established custom 
to appoint, at each session of the general assembly, a joint committee, to inspect 
the books, & examine the operations of (he back. This might be very efficacious 
in preventing or detecting, at an early period, any mismanagement in its affairs. 
By the individual accounts, the joint committee understand the cash accounts 
of individuals. Many individuals have accounts with banks, who have had no 
discounts. * In these accounts the bauk can have no interest; and therefore the 
directors aud stockholders have uo right to examine them. Tn all banks, so fat 
as the committee are informed, a rule exists similar to that contained in the ehar- 
ter of the state bank... But this rule has never been construed to pronibit the di- 
rectors from-examining the discount book. Without a frequent recurrence to the 
credit book, which shews the amount discounted for each individual, the affairs 
of no bank can. be couducted with safety. Without it, the directors could notas- 
certian whether any individual had been accommodated as far as his credit would, 
justity. In the case of the state bank, it cannot be perceived how it would be 
possible to ascertain whether any individual had received moře than the sum al- 
lowed by the charter to be discounted; or whether any-county has, received its 
due proportion of discounts, without.a resort to this book. - 
‘The joint committee are very clear in the opinion, that they have not exceeded 
: the authority vested in thém by the law;creating the state bank; in requiring of 
the cashier an exhibit of the books of the.bank and the debts due to that institu- 
"tion. And for the purpose of ascertaining the sense of the two houses in relatiun 
to their powers over the state bank, they submit to them the following resolution,

‘There are however. a combination of circumstances, a calca Jitio of 
policy, an adjustment of beneficent purposes, a reconcilement of principles which 
may seem to ‘conflict, which give to this question œ novel character, and, present 
it in an aspect altogether peculiar, dt- involves the rights and jnterests of 3 States, 
the j justice dde to the abor iginal population, and the measüres by which the muni- 
rence ofthe general gover ‘ment, may be most effectually & beneficially extended . 
zo them, Weare rapidly approaching to a crisis in our affairs with a pürtion'of'the 
nauves of the coüntry; andit is high time to devise and to reducé to system, a just 
agi well judging hamanity; by which the future conduct of the United States to- 
wards ihem will be regulated. - When chartered limits were assigned'to the se- 
veral states having indian. ‘population, it does not seem to have entered iuto the 
“contemplation of any one, that they would remain there fixed and permanent. 
Sach had not been the constant experience; (hey had continoally retired from our 
settlements, orhad wasted away ia the midst of as, withóut any valuable improve- 
ment in wind or morals. The Indians of the North and South, many nations of 
renown in their.time, either became extinct, or wandered in scattered remnants, - 
to teke shelter with"tribes which we had not yet approached, losiug their name 
and the tradition of thetr former pride aud' power.— Under. i this experience, the 
. States have been ded to expect the speedy possession of their limits, and have 
gone on.to make their local arrangements.with reference { this desired consume 
maties. What then E LN to jüstify the aspiring expectation of the States, 
end deliver the Kadians he consequences, hitherto fatal, which have resulted 
from a-proximity to our population?—Or are we to suppose ‘that the results in fu- 
ture will be different from the past? Oris it established, that any beneficent pur- 
pose which does honor.to the general government, may: be carried in to effect, in. - 
Such a situation, to a greater extent, or with more facility, than in others which it 
is convenient to provide? These questions deserve a careful solution—and with 
this viewyit will be necessary to ascertain from what cause it has always been seen 
that their numbers rapidly decrease in the vicinity of civilized society. It is 
ne doubt by the fhircduction of our vices, which are soon embraced, and have a 
strong and unresisted attraction, because the slow progress of morals and civili- 
ziion among them, is unable to oppose any effectual restraint. To civilize a 
people from a ride and barbarous condition, they. suld be removed from the in- 
- fiuetice of the vices and luxries which prevail in. civilized life, and subjected te 
ibat discipline and instruction, by which a change of life, matiaers aud mental 
improvement, is gradually produced. The virtaes must first. be cultivated, and 
the mind strengthened agaiast the seductions of vicious gratification. Such is the. 
natural order of thiugs, and experience ouly confirms, what theory aniglit.justly- 
predioate, On à correct kno wledge oí human nature, Such'has been the evidence 
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history; ‘for, the Provinces, farther removed from: the vices, refinements: and -- 
luxuries of Rome, but subjected to its laws, arid instructed by,its arts, made the 
most solid; if not the mast Immediate ‘progress in civilization. ~ "Ehis necessary ' 
course cannot be pursued: with the, Iadians whilst they remain. within our limits; ° 
they have continual access to whatever tends to corrupt them,.they have con- ` 
stant testimony that, théir ‘condition is regarsled ag. interior to others; tlian which 

‘nothing is more destrüctive to virtuous pride, and geüeroüs emulation; andthe . 
abandoned part of:our people, who alone can mingle freely with-the nation, asa 
body-withour losing their, standing -in* society, will introduce our yices and pres | 
vent the introduction of puc virtues, by which alone the deleterieus effects of vice - 
might be niitgated,, We may therefore expect, as has beeñ the case ia all other ` 
instances, to see the rapid: progress of thé nation to extinction destroyed by our. 

. exam ple which-tfiey wi l,sugpest imitate, and preyed upon by those among thems. 
selves, who attain to greater Improvement of mind, and especially leary to better -> 
effect, the árts and the cunning,: by which self: interest, unrestrained’ by-the cor-. - 
rect influences of a higher onder of 'societv appropriates to itself, the rights and 
benefits to which oshérs are entitled. . What then is to be- done for this people, . 
who had priority-of us, in the occupation of this favored land?.-. Must then tie ins 
creasé of our-population; and the progress of improvement among us, continue - 
to blot ont their names from the-catalogue of nations, and ieave,only faint traces- > 
of history, that they ever had an existence? We should provide living monuments ^ < 
toShew the liberality of our institutions towards,the natives, and proudly boast ` 
of nations rescued from barbarism by our means, and. exalted; from sàlow an es- 
tate, io the high” standing and happiness of enlightened communities. This it 

_would seem can only be done, subdivided and. circumscribed as the Indian nations: 
among us now are, by establishidg. them within. limits of their own, guaranteed. . 
by the general government; and by extending to them the protection of-our arms, 
the patronage of our power, the beiefits of learning, the knowledge of agriculture’ 
and: the arts, and-the humane influences of ‘religion. > In such a situation they 
might hecome gradüallyssubject to our. laws, and indeed a change’ of their:ciyi 
institutions, may berabsolatelg- necessary to their speedy civilization, or at least. - 
to facilitate its progress. In limits of their own, they would be freéd fromthe ` 
restlessness, agitation, and uncertainity which attead their. present condition, — 
‘Phey must suppose they-are at the mercy of superior powers. that they oppose 
o^stacles to the wishes of their neighbors; and that their situation is qhite-differ- 
ent, in pointof right and stability, from that of the white population around them. =. 
Jt would bo well to remove these impressions which must operate to 1heir preju- 
dice, and place them on a' footing, in that respect, with the people.of the United 
States. , I agree entirely with the: just and liberal views of-my predecessor it of- 
fic ou this subject, that the United. States should assume a parental guardian- -> 
ship over them, and thys extend. theif ;beneficence, in sdch mapner as best to : 

: promote the welfare of the Indians. ‘The Unitéd States can lose nothing by the 
exercise of this care and. fomanity towards.them; they themselves will furnish. 
the means, according to the liberal policy which recognizes their right to the lands.

The indiaus should not be lócgtedzwithin the timits of any state .- 
or territory, iit can be avoided, so that the recorrence-of similav difficulty may., - 
be preveyted in futireiz Let the dndians. à. yandering, -and hitherto; ünsetiled - . 
portion of. our species, acquire, snider-the: duspices af the, United States, a fixed 3 
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and permanent habitation. This obvious policy had not been overlooked tb onr 
national councils; aud it wouid seem that the present moment is very propitious, 


for the spmmencement of the systems which may hereafter be predicated upon it. 


The United States can lose nothing by us, evea should we ask, that a,just-proci- 
sion, if practicable, be made forthe Tadiaus, which will lead- to thé extinguish- 
ment of their title witlimour limits, at least to the extent of the treaty; aud that 
if the Indians received too little consideration onder it, for the lands which they 


` relinquished, that the consideration be made ample and sufficient; and that, the 


treaty-be sustained, if this be the ground of complaint. - We ask no violation of 
justice or hum inity due to the Indians; we sincerely wish and would be glad to 


contribute to their improvement and happiness. But wé have interests t09, abd — 


if there May be; by a well matured system, a due attention fo: our interests and 
theirs, we have a ciaim ‘which. will not be denied. I bave only hastily touched 
upon the’ outlines ef this subject, befng engaged in other-duties, and especially 
waiting for more precise informatión; and yet must claim your jndalgenée for the 


‘length, as wel as imperfection of the present communication. Sty main object, 


however, wid be easily seen, which is to invite your attention; to make such rep- 
resentation to the government of the United States, as this subject; in all its vas 


rious bearings, may seem to your wisdom to require. The temperate expression 


of our opinions, and views, will be kindly rece ig by. the national authorities, of 
whose justice and liberality we have had constant experience. ` irs

The undersigned members of the Senate who were in the minority on the adoption’ 
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of the amendment made by the louse of Rep». to the bili entitled ‘an act to amend the 
charter of the Bank of the State of Alabama,’ and who were also in the minority on the 
passage of said bill, avail themselves of the privilege secured to them by the constitu. 
tion, of skewing to their constituents, and to the public, the reasons by which they 

were governed. "we E . 
One hundred thousand dollars borrowed by the State; the University funds to the a- 
mount of one hundred thousand dollars; all the funds given by the United States to the 
state of Alabama for making roads, canals, and improving the navigation of rivers, to- 


gether with otberfunds, have been invested in the Bank of the State; and the faith _ 


and credit of the State are pledged for all losses which may be sustained. These funds, 
in the event of losses, can be reimbursed only by taxes imposed upon the people. Can 
it be possible that the funds of the state were placed in a bank, and the faith and cre- 
ait ofthe state pledged-for its enpport, and yet that no means were provided by which 
the people or their representatives could ascertain the true situation of that bank? ‘Yo 
admit this defect in the charter of the bank would be, in'the opinion óf the minority, 
to charge its founders with a dereicetion of duty pnd a disregard of the rights and best, 
_ interests of the people. B. : : 

Itis provided in the 12th section of the charter ‘that it shall be the duty of the pres- 
ident and directors to furnish to the general assembly within the first week of every 
session, statements of the amount of capital stock of said corporation and of the debts 
due to the same; of the monies deposited therein; of the notes in circulation, and of 
the cash on hard; tegether with all other property of said bank, lath real and personal. 
And the general assembly shaH have a right to inspect such general accounts im the 
books of the bank as shallrelate tu the said statement; and shall whenever it may be 
deemed necessary appoint a joint committee of both houses of the general assembly 
for that purpose, with full power to send for persons and papers. To the minority it 
appears that the foregoing language is so plain that it cannot be misunderstood, and 
that the powers granted are so ample that nothing touching the interests of the people 
is shielded from the scrutiny of their Representatives. , But if a doubt could exist as to `, 
the extent of the powers of the general assembly over the bank of the state, that doubt 
is removed by the interpretation of the charter given by the president and directors of 

“that institudon, Milli also by both houses of the general assembly. . Ju : 

The president Aha directors, in their annual statement, use the following language : 
‘tas great anxiety must necessarily be felt throughout the country, respecting the con- 
dition aud operations of ihe institution, perbaps no statements or re orts from the 
board itself, however fully or carefully drawn up, will, atall times, give entire satisfac- 

-ton. The general assembly has, very properly, reserved to itself the xight of exam- 
ing, by a jcint committee, the general accounts and books of the bank relatingto such _ 
statement, wheneger it may be deemed necessary. If such committee should now be 
appointed, it wodtd be a matter of much gratification to the directors, and they would, 
very respectfully, suggest the propricty and policy of making it an established custom 
to-appoint, at each sef-ion of the general assembly,. a joint comnrttee, te inspect the 
books and examine the vperations ot the bank This might be eficecious «n prevent 
ikg or detecting, at an cariy period, any mismcndzement ef. its affaires, and would tend 
greatly to preserve the character, of the institution; and while its funds are prudently 
and honestly administered, of sccezing to it that public confidence which is cssential 
to make it extensively useful to the state.” ‘i hetwo houses of the general assembly, 
in obedience to law, and accordizg io the expressed wishes of the president and diret- 
tors, appointed a joint committce, forthe purpose of examuning the back, “with full 
powers to send for persons and papers," — After the resistance ofthe presidert and di- 
rectors to the examination which they had invited, and which they sav the general as- 
sembly has wisely reserved 1o themselves the power to make, each. house of the gon- 
eral assenbly adopted the following resolution, viz: **Hesolved, That the generat as- 
sembly bare the right toinspect, by a joint committee, all the books of the bank, und 
Lli the evidcnces of debt duc to that institution.” " 

If the general asscmbly have the power, under the charter of the bank; to inspect 
all the books of the bank, and cllthe evidences of debt due to that institution, where is 
the necessity of an act of the legislature to give them this power? Not pereciving the 
necessity of passing a law to give a power PR given, the minority would feel them- 
selves constrained, if there were no positive objections to the amendment, and to the 
bill, to vote in the negative. But in the opinion of the minority. there are insuperable 
cbjections to the amendment. Theamendment contains a provision in the following. 
words, viz: **That nothing berein contained shall imply the right of the said comvunt- 
tee to report to the gsncral assembly the sifuetion of any private déhtoi or creditor, 
uniess their situation or names are palpably cpnnected with some violation of tte char- 
ter, mismanagement in the concerns of the bank, or of some fraud ar imposition prac- 
zised on the directors or officers of the institution." “Thi? amendment proposes the ap- 
pointment of a joint committee to inspect the affairs of the bank, and 3 et icgtrains shot 
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committee.from making a full report upon the situation of tlie bank even to the Houses: 
A committee is do be raised to investigate but is prohibited from communicating even 
to those by whom it is created the full result of their investigation. Is the'investiga- 
tion to be made forthe purpose of satisfying a conimittee, or for the purpose of satis- 
iying the representatives of the people? The people cannot be satisfied’ when their 
representatives are not permitted to see nor to know. Are the committee exclusive 
judges of fraud and mismanagement?” Are a few of the représentatives of the people, 
entitled, as a matter of grace and favor, to know, more of that which concerns the ge- 
eral welfare than others representing a different portion*of the people? ‘These inter- 
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ropatories must be answered in the affirmative before-any member should, in the opin- . 


Jon of the minority, assent fo the adoption of this amendment. It most materially con-, 
cerns the public to.dififértain Whether the debtors to the state bank be-solvent or in- 
solvent. Butifthe edénimittee be permitted to ascertain that any of the debtors to the 
state bank are insolvent, yet the fact ascertained by them cannot be communicated- to 
the representatives of the people unless the insolvency be connected with palpable 
fraud. In the opinion of the minority itis altogether inmaterial so far as relates to the 
revenue of the state, whether dny part ofits funds be in the hands of insolvents with 
or without the use of fraud. If taxes should’ be/imposed apon the people to reimburse 
the funds which have been placed in the-bank, ind for which the public faith and cre. 
cit are pledged, it is not perceived that the burdens svould be the lighter by tbeir be- 


ing the result of ignorance rather than of fraud, The history of other banks warns us- 


of the dangers which await this institution... , 

, Tk q Darien bank, one half of the stock of which is owned by the state of Georgia, 
has made doubtful debts to an agiount exceeding foür'hundred.tlousand «dollars, and 
has sustained a loss by bad debts to the amount of three hundred and sixty thousand 
dollars., The Eagle bank of New-Haven which lately failed, hada capital of six hun- 


dred thonsand dollars, and was found’ on an investigation to have made-doubtful uebts ` 


to the amount of one million six hundred and forty thousand dollars. ‘Phe stock-hold- 


ers in those banks reposed in deceitful security until awakened by the falling ruins of 


those institutions. "rhe directors ofthe Darien bank appointed by the state had no die 
rect interest in the welfare of the institution, the operations of which they controlled. 
The Directors of the state bank of Alabama have no direct interest in the well being 
cf the institution over which they presile.. HW losses are sustained bythe bank, they 
are borne not by the dir:ctors who manage it, but by the people. H, ther fore, behcves 


the people, the stockholders im this mstitution, to look well to its management; to 


exert their powcr over this institutica, while it is vet worthy of preserving: 

Limited as is the report permittedyto be made by the committee to the House, yet 
this report is to he shrouded with'darkness.
